J. W. Bennett, engaged by St. Paul 


to put into effect its new commission 


form of government, in this article 


describes the duties of the mayor un 


der the new charter taking effect 


April I. 
Co-ordination and supervision of 
the work of other departments is the 
business of the mayor under the new 
St. Paul charter. 
He is not given 
much patronage. 
The only important 
officer appointed is the purchasing 
agent. 
Members of the council are assigned 
by the mayor as administrative heads 
of the various departments. 
He has 
six men to lit to six places, and may 
so assign them as to get the best re­ 
sults. 
Since he is made responsible 
for co-ordination of the adm inistra­ 
tive 
work, and 
is given sufficient 
authority to have it co-ordinated, it 
goes without saying that for his own 
protection he is likely to assign the 
men so as to get the best results. 
Like the builder, working with given 
m aterials, he is likely to produce the 
best possible building. 
As a sane 
man he will do so lf he values his 
reputation. 
A reassignment of the administra­ 
tive heads may be made on a given 
day six months after they are in 
augurated. 
This opportunity is giv­ 
en the mayor so that he may correct 
errors of judgm ent made in the first 
assignment. 
This is the only oppor­ 
tunity he has to make the change. 
He is limited so that there may be a 
sense of security on the part of the 
department heads. 
The mayor presides at all meetings 
of the council, so that he is in full 
touch with the legislative business 
c f the city. 
Something more than 
legislative business In its strict sense 
is transacted by the council at the 
daily 
meetings. 
By 
resolution 
the 
important business supervised by the 
council is acted upou. 
This will keep 
the mayor in complete touch with the 
adm inistrative 
side. 
As chief ad­ 
m inistrative officer he is in the best 
sort of position to keep the adminis­ 
trative machinery running to the best 
advantage. 
He is not burdened by 
the administrative details of a de­ 
partment. 
Power is given the mayor to bring 
charges against any elective officer, 
and the council must, if the mayor 
presses it, bring the officer to trial. 
It is the duty of the mayor to call the 
attention of a department head to any 
shortcomings of a subordinate, and 
to suggest a course of action. 
If the 
department head does not act, the 
mayor may act, even removing the 
appointive officer. 
Since the mayor must put himself 
on record as to the reasons for remov­ 
ing the offending appointee, and since 
he has no power to name a successor, 
this power of the mayor is not likely 
to be abused. 
The mayor Is a member of the sink­ 
ing fund committee, so that he has a 
voice in investments of city funds. 
He has the appointment of the Joint 
com mittee which has charge of the 
courthouse and 
c 
and takes a hand In the election of 
the county assessor. 
Power is given the mayor to Invest­ 
igate departments upon his own initi­ 
ative. 
He is required to advise the 
council as to needed legislation. 
In 
fact the mayor becomes a sort of gen­ 
eral manager, looking after the Inter­ 
ests of the city as a whole, seeing that 
other officers do their duty, seeing 
that the administration Is kept go­ 
ing. 
He has means of knowing ail 
tuat is going on, and has a ready 
weapon in public opinion lf there are 
any laggards in the administration. 
By hampering any department, he 
merely 
hampers his administration 
and tends to discredit himself. 
He 
will get a good share of the credit

In a letter dated ElGuyabo, Vene­ 
zuela, February 26, 
William I^eslie 
Taylor writes his uncle, P. W. Dono- 
aan of this city. 
•‘Received 
mail 
yesterday,

mother’s letter in which she said sue 
feared on account of the indians, now 
that we were getting Into the foot 
hills. 
“ Monday morning the guide, one 
man, Guy Bjorge aud I left camp as 
usual at 7 :3 0 and started on a trail 
west on a two day trip to the river 
Tarra. 
The men had been working 
on a trail and had it cut about 4 kil­ 
os, from camp. 
W hen they got to the 
end of it they left our packs contain 
ing blankets, grub, etc., and began 
cutting ahead. 
“ Guy and I worked along behind 
them looking for outcrops. 
I got to 
the packs first as Guy was feeling 
sort of under the weather. 
I built a 
fire and started down a dry canyon 
looking for water. 
“ I had gone about 200 yards when 
I saw ahead of me a large heap of 
monkeys on the ground, some dead, 
and what first attracted my attention 
was one not quite dead, waving an 
arm In the air. 
“ Naturally I began to take notice 
for monkeys do not die without some 
good cause, and about this time I 
saw ahead of me five Indians at a 
water hole In the canyon. 
They 
were about 60 feet away and saw me 
before I had a chance to hide, and 
immediately began shooting at me; 
but they had only bows and arrows 
so I had a bit of advantage and made 
good use of my heels. 
However they 
soon got closer than was comfortable 
and when an arrow lifted my hat, I 
began using my Colt. 
I shot the near 
est one— about 15 feet away, and the 
others stopped 
long enough— don’t 
know whether I had hit them or not 
— to enable me to get to the packs 
where I had left the W inchester. 
“ I began yelling for Guy and for 
Adolph and Manuel who were cutting 
the trail ahead unarmed, as I was 
afraid the rest of the band might 
get them. 
When the first Indians 
saw our fire and heard the yelling, 
they evidently thought there were a 
number of men In the vicinity and 
being much afraid of gun*, especially 
repeaters, they stopped. 
“ Needless to say we didn’t waste 


u 7 liiin "buil'dlnK,' any 
10 cami> whcre w® 
grabbed our maps, notes, etc., and 
beat It for town. 
We had to sleep 
( ? ) In the woods Monday night and 
arrived here February 25 at 1 0 :30 , 
safe aud sound. 
I am going to En- 
coutrados to send cablegrams today, 
but no more Indian country for e ith ­ 
er of us. 
We are both well and thank­ 
ful that we escaped so well. 
"Tomorrow an armed party will 
go in to get the rest of our stuff, if 
the Indians have not already gotten 
it.

Citizens should take civ 
c pride In this town; the secret of a 
town’s success is the co-operation of 
its citizens— Everybody for the com 
mon good-—“Au for one and one for 
all ”

a progressive step for fear It will 
help bis neighbor a little mort1 than 
It does himself.

Of Work of Other Departments is Bus­ 
iness of Mayor Under St. Paul’s 
New Charter 


MAYOR HAS LITTLE PATRONAGE 


Members of Council Assigned by May­ 
or as Administrative Heads of 
Various Departments 


J. W. Dennett, engaged by St. Paul 
to put into effect its new commission 
form of government, in this article 
describes the duties of the mayor un­ 
der the new charter taking effect 


April I. 
Co-ordination and supervision of 
the work of other departments is the 
business of the mayor under the new 
St. Paul charter. 
He is not given 
much patronage. 
The only important 
officer appointed is the purchasing 
agent. 
Members of the council are assigned 
by the mayor as administrative heads 
of the various departments. 
He has 
six men to fit to six places, and may 
so assign them as to get the best re­ 
sults. 
Since he is made responsible 
for co-ordination of the administra­ 
tive work, and is given sufficient 
authority to have it co-ordinated, it 
goes without saying that for his own 
protection he is likely to assign the 
men so as to get the best results. 
Like the builder, working with given 
materials, he is likely to produce the 
best possible building. 
As a sane 
man he will do so if he values his 
reputation. 
A reassignment of the administra­ 
tive heads may be made on a given 
day six months after they are in­ 
augurated. 
This opportunity is giv­ 
en the mayor so that he may correct 
errors of judgment made in the first 
assignment. 
This is the only oppor­ 
tunity he has to make the change. 
He is limited so that there may be a 
sense of security on the part of the 
department heads. 
The mayor presides at all meetings 
of the council, so that he is in full 
touch with the legislative business 
ct the city. 
Something more than 
legislative business in its strict sense 
is transacted by the council at the 
daily meetings. 
Dy resolution the 
important business supervised by the 
council is acted upon. 
This will keep 
the mayor in complete touch with the 
administrative side. 
As chief ad­ 
ministrative officer he is in the best 
sort of position to keep the adminis­ 
trative machinery running to the best 
advantage. 
He is not burdened by 
the administrative details of a de­ 
partment. 
Power is given the mayor to bring 
charges against any elective officer, 
and the council must, if the mayor 
presses it, bring the officer to trial. 
It is the duty of the mayor to call the 
attention of a department head to any 
shortcomings of a subordinate, and 
to suggest a course of action, 
lf the 
department head does not act, the 
mayor may act, even removing the 
appointive officer. 
Since the mayor must put himself 
on record as to the reasons for remov­ 
ing the offending appointee, and since 
he has no power to name a successor, 
this power of the mayor is not likely 
to be abused. 
The mayor is a member of the sink­ 
ing fund committee, so that he has a 
voice in investments of city funds. 
He has the appointment of the joint 
committee which has charge of the 
courthouse and city hall building, 
and takes a hand in the election of 
the county assessor. 
Power is given the mayor to invest­ 
igate departments upon his own initi­ 
ative. 
He is required to advise the 
council as to needed legislation. 
In 
fact the mayor becomes a sort of gen­ 
eral manager, looking after the inter­ 
ests of the city as a whole, seeing that 
other officers do their duty, seeing 
that the administration is kept go­ 
ing. 
He has means of knowing all 
tnat is going on, and has a ready 
weapon in public opinion if there are 
any laggards in the administration. 
By hampering any department, he 
merely hampers his administration 
and tends to discredit himself. 
He 
will get a good share of the credit

Venezuelan Trip

Letter Dated El Quay abo, Venezuela 
Said Bjorge and Taylor were 
Feeling Well 
In a letter dated ElGuyabo, Vene­ 
zuela, February 26, William I^eslie 
Taylor writes his uncle, P. W. Dono- 
aan of this city. 
“ Received mail yesterday, in 
it 
mother’s letter in which she said sue 
feared on account of the Indians, now 
that we were getting into the foot­ 
hills. 
“ Monday morning the guide, one 
man, Guy DJorge and I left camp as 
usual at 7:30 and started on a trail 
west on a two day trip to the river 
Tarra. 
The men had been working 
on a trail and had it cut about 4 kil­ 
os. from camp. 
W hen they got to the 
end of it they left our packs contain­ 
ing blankets, grub, etc., and began 
cutting ahead. 
“Guy and I worked along behind 
them looking for outcrops. 
I got to 
the packs first as Guy was feeling 
sort of under the weather. 
I built a 
fire and started down a dry canyon 
looking for water. 
“ I had gone about 200 yards when 
I saw ahead of me a large heap of 
monkeys on the ground, some dead, 
and what first attracted my attention 
was one not quite dead, waving an 
arm in the air. 
“ Naturally I began to take notice 
for monkeys do not die without some 
good cause, and about this time I 
saw ahead of me five Indians at a 
water hole in the canyon. 
They 
were about 60 feet away and saw me 
before I had a chance to hide, and 
immediately began shooting at me; 
but they had only bows and arrows 
so I had a bit of advantage and made 
good use of my heels. 
However they 
soon got closer than was comfortable 
and when an arrow lifted my hat, I 
began using my Colt. I shot the near­ 
est one— about 15 feet away, and the 
others stopped long enough— don’t 
know whether I had hit them or not 
— to enable me to get to the packs 
where I had left the Winchester. 
“ I began yelling for Guy and for 
Adolph and Manuel who were cutting 
the trail ahead unarmed, as I was 
afraid the rest of the band might 
get them. 
When the first Indians 
saw our fire and heard the yelling, 
they evidently thought there were a 
number of men in the vicinity and 
being much afraid of guna, especially 
repeaters, they stopped. 
“ Needless to say we didn’t waste 
any time getting to camp where we 
grabbed our maps, notes, etc., and 
beat it for town. 
We had to sleep 
(?) in the woods Monday night and 
arrived here February 25 at 10:30, 
safe and sound. 
I am going to En- 
coutrados to send cablegrams today, 
but no more Indian country for eith­ 
er of us. 
VVe are both well and thank­ 
ful that we escaped so well. 
“ Tomorrow an armed party will 
go in to get the rest of our stuff, if 
the Indians have not already gotten 
it. 
Will write full particulars as 
soon as I hear from New York.

the best town on the range. 
All 
voters should vote for waterworks 
and sewers.” 
. Tuesday evening, March 25, 
Hon. I). M. Neill of Red Wing, pres­ 
ident of the Minnesota Federation 
of Commercial d u o s will address the 
citizens at Hilyar’s hall. 
Mr. Neil 
will speak on “ Community Develop- 
mest’’ ani. all are invited to hear 
him. 
President of the Commercial Club 
R. Archibald says: 
“ The existence 
and prosperity of any city depends 
upon the business that is done In .ie 
same. 
The more business the more 
people, the more people the greater 
11 e city. 
“ Now we know from the experi­ 
ence of other villages and cities that 
conditions are liable to arise, when 
with a high wind in the day time, a 
fire starts to windward of the main 
part of the town and for the want of 
a u jdran t and a hose or supply of 
water, half of the place and some­ 
times more goes up in smoke. 
If 
such a thing should happen in Deer­ 
wood, the business men would not re­ 
build here and if they built again it 
would probably be in Oreland or 
Crosby, w'here w'aterwwrkb are or 
there is a prospect for them and we 
could not blame them. 
“Are we a progressive communi­ 
ty? 
We will never be up-to-date u n ­ 
til we have both sewers and water­ 
works. 
If we can’t have both at 
once let us 
at least 
have 
water. 
There is plenty of It in the world and 
it is a good thing and absolutely nec­ 
essary. 
Paying interest on bonds fs 
no. such a bugbear as it might look 
to a man up a tree. 
I am paying at 
present what I consider a heavy tax, 
but am willing to pay a little more 
for the sake of having something do­ 
ing.” 
Charles G. Osterlund, secretary of 
the Commercial club says: 
“A town 
is no bigger or better tuan Its people. 
Look at the individuals, study them 
and you will know' if there is any­ 
thing the matter. 
When any pub­ 
lic improvement is mentioned, do 
they consider it from a selfish stand­ 
point or do they take a broad view 
of It? 
Tile man living in a community 
under the protection of its laws, ac­ 
cepting the privileges in a business 
and social w'ay extenued to him with­ 
in its borders, and who lives for him­ 
self alone, whose principle in life is 
to take all and give little, who is 
blinded by the personal pronoun “ I” 
and is so wrapped up in his own car­ 
cass that he will not lend himself to 
any public movement unless “ I am 
benefited”— such a man is not a good 
citizen and is not fulfilling his obli­ 
gation as a citizen.

Citizens should take civ­ 
ic pride in this town; the secret of a 
town’s success is the co-operation of 
its citizens— Everybody for the com­ 
mon good— “Ail for one and one for 
all.” 
Very often this principle is neg­ 
lected and in its place grows the sel­ 
fish motive. 
One man will not take 
a progressive step for fear it will 
help his neighbor a little more than 
it does himself. 
Another is going to 
vote against waterworas because “ he 
has a well and that is good enough 
for him ;” he “doesn’t need water­ 
works;” he “ don’t care about the rest 
of the town, he is not “ his brother’s 
keeper.” 
Another says “ those fel­ 
lows down town can’t fool me.” Still 
another, “I am 62 years old and have 
got along fine without these things 
and don’t want 
them 
now'.” 
“I 
don’t see wuiat good It s going to do 
me.” 
If the people of our town talk 
like that, there is indeed something 
the matter with the town. 
It is a 
hard matter to convince such men

Odd Experience* Met In C o n d u c t i o n 
Work Through 
Wild Country—Co- 
lombiane Ape Clothes and Actions of 


Newcomers — Odd 
Labor 
Troubles 
Arise— Many Alligators Found. 


Broadway, New York, looks good to 
four engineers who recently returned 
from 
the 
Colombian 
Jungle, 
where 
they spent two years among a thou­ 
sand la t h e r s o f all nations building a 
big concrete dam and power house In 
connection with a project to develop 
the mining wealth of the region. 
8. 
II. Gifford told the story of their ex ­ 
periences: 
"Labor troubles? 
Yon don't know 
w hat they are until you tackle a Job. 
as we did, of building a dam across 
Han Juan creek, .'{75 miles from the 
Atlantic coast. 
"There were fifty Americana on the 
I Job, nnd w e put up a darn 85 feet high, 
2iM> f*a*t across the crest and contaln- 
I Ing 18,000 cubic feet of concrete. 
A 
similar job would have taken one year 
I In the State*, but it took tw o down 
i there. 
"To begin with. we had about IWO 
natives, but it was Impossible to do 
; anything with them. 
Tiiey never had 
j seen a piece of machinery before, and 
f every time w e sw ung a derrick around 
they’d take fright and run half a tulle, 
and it would take ’en) half an bour to 
recover sufficiently to return to work. 
"W e finally educated them by bring­ 
ing down laborers from the canal zone, 
who bad bein trained in American 
methods. 
These men we put in re­ 
sponsible positions, and as the native* 
w ere good imitator* they soon ‘caught 
on' to the American way, and things 
began to hum. 
Native* Great Imitator*. 
"The natives carried their passion 
i for Imitation further, often with bu 
morons results 
For example, at first 
they wore very few clothes. 
After we 
had Imported tin* men from the canal, 
all of them reasonably well clad nnd 
wearing shoes, every native on the Job 
took to watching them closely. 
They 
•non found out that the Invaders were 
getting more money, and they figured 
out a connection between wages and 
clothes 
"At once It became the ambition of 
every native to own ii pair of shoes, 
arid all of them promptly bought, trad­ 
ed for or stole a pair 
Ostentatiously 
they would wear the shoes out to work 
so that their American bosses could 
see them. hut when they arrived on the 
Job they would take them off. 
They 
couldn’t stand the pinch of civiliza­ 
tion. 
"Those natives were finished perform­ 
ers In the drinking line. 
They would 
drink anything they could get their 
hands on nnd would spend almost ev­ 
ery cent of their pay envelope to get 
the stuff 
Their favorite beverage was 
'nguadiente,' which is mostly alcohol 
flavored with anise. 
"And this particular brand of'booze’ 
had a very Interesting effect on them, 
though nu Inconvenient one for a la­ 
borers’ camp. 
As soon as they had 
hail three drinks they would start out 
at once In search of those whom they 
disliked. 
They all carried machetes or 
revolvers, nnd I never knew a pay day 
to pass hut what three or four of them 
were killed. 
Big Alligators. 
"One of tile sights that impresses no 
American In penetrating into the In­ 
terior of Colombia Is the populous col­ 
ony o f alligator* on the hank* of the 
Magdalena river. 
They literally cover 
the sandbars. 
I counted 200 on one 
bar alone. 
Here and there along tile 
river the natives have built little half 
moon shaped stockades into the water, 
made by driving stake* into the sand, 
where their women can com e down to 
fetch water and bathe safely. 
"It’s so commonplace for people to be 
eaten 
up by alligators that no one 
thinks anything about it. 
"There In tile heart of Colombia. 375 
miles from the Atlantic, is an immense 
area that is a wonderfully rich mining 
proposition. 
But it is not a poor man’* 
country; It will take a lot of capital. 
Development must he on an immense 
scale. 
It Is low grade pincer mining, 
hut the vast area off gold bearing ‘dirt’ 
will make it a paying proposition. 
For 
30(1 years the district has been mined 
by tile Spaniards by hand. 
"The dam and power house which we 
built was In connection with flu* first 
large modern dredge in Colombia for 
gold dredging purposes. 
“Colombia needs to reform some of 
her laws. 
She wants to open her coun­ 
try to foreigners more. 
Tile freight 
rates on the steamers tip the Magda­ 
lena river are exorbitant, nod in addi­ 
tion. the Colombians levy a tax of $1 a 
ton for dredging the river—which Is 
never dredged 
Every piece of our 
stuff derricks, cable way*, donkey en­ 
gines nnd electrical 
equipment—was 
brought from the United States."
